Palo 
Alto. Calif , were described in good physical condition by Air Force 
tlight surgeon Col. Leonard Johnson who accompanied them on a 
rigorous trip from Hong Kong. 
Alan Romberg, a State Department official'for Chinese Affairs who 
met the two former prisoners when they arrived at McGuire Air Force 
Base in New Jersey earlier today, said he “ knew ot no plans to take 
either of them anywhere for a debriefing.” 
Romberg refused to comment on any possible connection Fecteau 
had with the U. S. government when lie was imprisoned in China 19 
years ago. He referred such queries to State Department spokesman 
Robert McCluskey in Washington 


Miss Harbert had been missing and believed dead since April. 1968 
when a yacht she was aboard was seized during a pleasure cruise 
between Hong Kong and Japan 
"My reason for beine here is to welcome them and to see if I can be 
of assistance to them. 
Romberg said 
He said the two were not being detained and were free to leave when 
they wanted to. 
Regarding their reason tor being released. Romberg said he "knew 
nothing more than what the Chinese themselves said” and added that 
he hoped it was a “ precursor ot other Americans being released from 
China.” 
Romberg said the two were “ now free to talk to the press." 
Johnson said Fecteau said repeatedly: 
“ He did not want to talk to the press. He did not even want to talk to 
his own family. I feel it will be a verv long time belore he talks. 


“ The lady will be willing to talk much sooner than he.” 
Johnson said the two former prisoners were given their choice of 
going to the Tripler Hospital in Hawaii or the one here and both chose 
Valley Forge.

Battle for Dacca; 
government resigns 


NEW DELHI (UPI i—The battle 
tor Dacca began today with Indian 
air and artillery strikes against the 
heart of the East Pakistani capital. 
Pakistan Radio said its troops were 
fighting with great courage in spite 
of grave adversities. 
The East Pakistan government 
resigned and placed itself under the 
protection of the International Red 
Cross, and a Pakistani brigadier 
surrendered on the outskirts of the 
city with his staff and his men. 
An Indian military spokesman 
said Indian paratroop units which 
reached a ferry crossing six miles 
from the heart of the city on Monday 
had linked up with other armored 
columns, one of which entered an 
industrial suburb of Dacca. 


No actual ground fighting was 
reported inside Dacca, but a pooled 
d isp atch 
from 
A m erican 
correspondents there said there 
were 
Indian 
bombing 
attacks 
against targets inside the city and 
that 
Government 
House 
in 
downtown Dacca was set on fire. 


Most of the foreigners in Dacca 
were evacuated by plane before the

The pooled dispatch said that in 
midafternoon a transport plane flew 
over Dacca dropping leaflets urging 
non-Bengalis who had been armed 
by the West Pakistan army to 
“ leave your area and surrender to 
the nearest Indian army unit.

U.S. against 12-mile limit 


PORTLAND. Ore < lPIi—A State Department official 
said Monday the United States will not support any move to 
extend the territorial ollshore limit beyond 12 miles. 
Ambassador Donald McKernan. special assistant tor 
tisheries and wildlife tor the State Department, told a 
tisheries conterence to do so would cause grave problems 
to commerce and to the nation s defense. 
He said increasing the limit could affect the passage ot 
ships through narrow straits As an example, he said, the U. 
S might lind it ditticult to get into the Indian Ocean or 
Mediterranean Sea it a 200-mile limit were adopted 
Ecuador. Brazil, and Peru enforce 200-mile limits and 
have impounded I S boats, several ot them tuna vessels

None of these countries have delegates attending the 
conterence here although they were invited. 


Israel urged to withdraw 


I ’NITED N ATION'S 11 PI i— The U N General Assembly 
overwhelmingly adopted an Egyptian-sponsored resolution 
Monday night urging that israel withdraw Irom all 
occupied Arab territories and demanding a "just and 
lasting peace in the Middle East 
The resolution, sponsored by 22 nations, also urged 
reactivation ot the Middle East peace talks under the 
guidance of Swedish Ambassador Gunnar V. Jarring Israel 
broke oft those talks in February. 
Despite Israel s effort to water down the resolution by 
amendment, the vote was 79-7. There were 36 abstentions, 
among them the United States. Ambassador Christopher H. 
Phillips explained that United States supported the aims ot 
the resolution but did not like some ot its language 
Israel and six Latin American nations cast negative 
votes. 
It was the first time since 1967 that the United States and 
Israel had not voted similarly on the overall question ot 
withdrawal and negotiations.

Campaign reform law expected today

major campaign reform law in 46 years, but a key 
congressman indicated he might delay tinal House action 
until next year. 
The year-long ettort to enact stringent spending limits tor 
presidential. Senate and House* eandidateswas given a boost 
Monday when a House-Senate Conterence Committee ap­ 
proved a compromise version ot bills passed by both 
Houses. 
But the House was nearing adjournment and Rep Wayne 
L Hays. D-()hio. said he wanted to put ott a final vote until 
after Congress returns Jan 
18 
because a good manv 
members have already left town " 
Hays chaired the House group that conferred with the 
Senate on the compromise bill and he thus could determine 
when the bill is called up tor a vote 
There were indications ot discontent w ith Hays position 
Rep Torbert H. MacDonald. D-Mass., a principal sponsor of 
the bill, said he would tell Speaker Carl Albert. D-Okla.. it 
would be better to bring it up now 
MacDonald and Hays had earlier urged that the bill be 


put over to next year because ot tears President Nixon 
might veto it while Congress was not in session However. 
Nixon since has said he would sign the bill 
The bill would go into etiect Dec 31 it it is passed this 
year. But if the final vote comes in January it would not 
become effective until 60 days after enactment and thus

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Pollution control 
board named 


A three-man County Air Pollution Control District 
Appeals Board was set up Monday by the Board of 
Supervisors to hear cases emenating from enforcement of 
still new air pollution control regulations to go into effect 
early next month. 
The board approved selection of attorneys Osborne T. 
Brazelton, of Santa Barbara, and Daniel J. Kirk, of Santa 
Maria, and Allan Eschenroeder, Santa Barbara engineer. 
Kirk will serve a three-year term. Eschenroeder two years, 
and Brazelton, one year. 
The supervisors continued to Dec. 27 a decision as to 
whether to have one or more alternate members. At that 
time, they also expect to fix compensation for the board 
members, along with having a report from the county 
counsel as to time, place and frequency of meetings. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell said the North County Bar 
Assn. asked that there be alternates. Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie added: “ I think we should give this m atter more 
attention than we have.” 
When Beattie proposed an alternate choice associated 
with Johns-Manville. a Lompoc Valley diatamaceous 
industry. Clyde objected “to an industry appointment” 
involving a firm “ that might be directly involved” with air 
control problems. 
Beattie then pointed to Eschenroeder’s connections with 
industries. 
Clyde replied that Eschenroder “ isn't working full time 
with any one company.” He is an engineering consultant. 
The three-man board w ill appoint its own chairman. 
Clifton Seymour, county air pollution control engineer, 
has expressed the idea that there be no alternates. 
Seymour was ill and unable to attend Monday’s session of 
the supervisors. It was decided to put over the m atter of 
alternates until Dec. 27 when it is expected he will be able 
to take part in the discussions. 
As for compensation the supervisors are considering 
paying appeals board members at least as much as is given 
members of the County Planning Commission and County 
Civil Service Commission. This is $25 per meeting, plus 
mileage.

Bottles, 
cans, 
p l a s t i c 
dishes and aluminum foil 
trays make life easier for 
the 
consumer. 
They 
also 
cause increasingly greater 
waste disposal problems. 
In a typical year Ameri­ 
cans throw away 43 billion 
cans, 26 b i l l i o n botles, 4 
million tons of plastic and 
30 million tons of paper. 
Per capita consumption of 
packaging materials reached 
525 pounds in 1966. By 1975 
it is expected to reach 661 
pounds per person. 
This disposal and recy­ 
cling p r o b l e m is a na­ 


tional crisis threat. At the 
beginning of the New Year 
of 1972, let’s all of us begin 
to think of ways to reduce 
the steadily growing prob­ 
lem of waste disposal. 
Consumer education spe­ 
cialists recommend the three 
“ Rs” to help solve the waste 
problem: Reduce, reuse and 
recycle packaging material. 
Here are some of their prac­ 
tical suggestions: 
• Compress cans, contain­ 
ers and other materials. 
• Limit your purchase of 
products with excess pack­ 
aging materials, such as in­ 
dividually packaged servings 


ol lemonade or ice tea mix. 
• Cut down on the use of 
disposables—napkins, paper 
towels, 
plates, 
foil 
pans, 
utensils, etc. Use washable 


cloth, glass or dishware. 


• When possible buy larg­ 
er sizes of products that use 
less packaging materials for 
the same volume. 


• Buy beverages in glass 
bottles and return them. 


• Use aluminum foil and 
plastic 
wrap 
judiciously; 
they cannot be degraded or 
recycled. Use wax paper and 
cellophane if possible.

Even a tiny cut wouldn’t—if it weren’t for 
calcium. Surprised? Because you thought calcium 
was just to build bones for kids? Even an adult needs 
the calcium in two glasses of milk a day. 
Because calcium—the calcium you get mainly 
in milk—is one of the chemicals you need to make 
your blood clot. And to make your muscles contract. 
And to send the signals that let you see, hear, 
feel and smell. And to keep your bones 
strong and healthy throughout life. 
How much calcium should you 
have? For adults, the National Re­ 
search Council recommends 800 
milligrams a day: about as 
much as you get in a normal 
diet if it includes two 


glasses of milk. (Children need more: up to age nine, 
3 glasses; up to eighteen, 4 glasses. Pregnant and 
nursing women also need the calcium in 4 glasses of 
milk daily.) 
Can you get enough calcium from other foods? 
Not easily. For example, two glasses of milk give you 
as much calcium as each of the following:

Basketball, with the 24 second 
rule and other novelties still seems 
fluid, but football is solid, corporate, 
and Joe football fan believes the 
rules of his game to be almost 
eternal — of the same order, say, as 
the constitution. 
He is ready to dispute a call, but it 
seldom occurs to him to challenge 
the basis of the rule. The argot and 
logic of the gridiron are everywhere 
so 
re c u rre n t 
th a t 
he 
m ay 
subconsciously half assume them to 
be chisled somewhere in marble, 
probably 
on 
tablets 
enshrined 
forever in a cavern near Green Bay. 
Hard to believe, then, that there 
was a time less than 70 years ago 
when no such rules existed, when 
play more resembled the infantry 
charges of the period than the 
computerized mayhem we watch, 
when crowds could be skeptical and 
the fate of the game as a national 
pastime waited upon the inspiration 
of the man who played and coached 
it well 
These 
were 
the 
moments 
in 
football history for the Carlisle 
I n d i a n s 
of 
t i ny 
C a r l i s l e , 
Pennsylvania, who rose to defeat all 
of their competition in the seasons 
between 1906 and the Great War, 
and left it a new game. 
Teasing the boarders of existing 
regulations with an alacrity which 
would have profitted Pancho Villa, 
Carlisle 
helped 
define 
football, 
sobering it when it was foolish or 
forgetful and making it realize what 
It really meant by its laws of play. 
The Indians really were Indians. 
Carlisle was an Indian school, and 
by 
training 
their 
undisciplined 
strengths 
and 
swiftness, 
coach 
Glenn Warner, who they called Pop, 
forged squads that were physically 
superior to the teams to the east 
that had always dominated. When 
Oklahoma 
Sac-Fox 
Jim Thorpe 
enrolled in 1904, Warner was able to 
field one of the gam e’s legendary 
teams 
The holder of a law degree from 
Cornell, where he was a consumate 
athlete, Warner had preferred to 
remain in sports as a coach. He was 
happy 
there, 
successful 
and 
frequently 
paid, 
and 
his 
legal 
education wasn’t wasted at all. At a 
time when the laws of football were 
nebulous, 
informal, unspoken or 
undreampt of, he was in a unique 
position to lend providence and the 
game a helping hand. 
The Indians and the tales of their 
exploits 
have 
been 
football 
heirlooms for so long that many of 
the accounts are now suffused with 
myth and tend to drift skyward from 
probability, 
approaching 
legend. 
This 
process 
is 
undoubtedly 
accelerated in taverns in the fall and 
at reunions. But many of the stories 
are true or mostly true and, as with 
the lusher tales of the Babe or Knute 
Hockney, we know there is truth at 
the center. Only the edges are fuzzy. 
One story stars an end named 
Running Deer who was one of the 
Indians’ premiere pass receivers, 
and more due his running ability 
than sticky fingers because he would 
reliably make handsome gains by 
doing his broken field running off 
the field This was the era when 
running backs were accustomed to 
taking a few steps out of bounds to 
get around a lumbering blocker or 
foil a tackle. It wasn’t the place to 
be brought down, but it was nice to 
know that you had a few more steps 
if you thought you could use them. It 
was legal for awhile The dissension 
began when Running Deer made a 
career out of it 
After hauling down a pass, if Deer 
ielt that there were enough charging 
tacklers coming for him to create an 
inconvenience, he would duck into 
the brown and blue overcoats along 
the sidelines, weave through the 
crowd and rematerialize 30 or 40 
yards downfield completely in the 
clear He must have been hard to 
defend against. One imagines the 
- linebackers patrolling the sideline 
. like German boarder guards. But 
lost in the crowd, Deer had the 
. advantage 
Protest were copious 
No one 
’ could do It as well as Running Deer 
• and new regulations weren’t long in 
coming But you can’t help thinking 
that the defending teams missed the 
drift by not stationing plain • clothes 
- tacklers in the stands. 
Another favorite is the tale about 
. a particular game between the 
: Indians and Harvard. It must have 
: been well along in their career 
»ecause the team from tiny Carlisle 


would probably never have been 
suffered to, play in the Ivy League 
stadium 
if 
they 
hadn’t 
been 
preceded by some kind of record. 


Their 
reputation 
must 
have 
preceded them too and it must have 
been 
obvious 
at 
once 
to 
the 
thoroughly dubious Harvard team 
and staff that there had been a 
fundamental change in the Indians’ 
uniforms. 
Each 
Carlisle 
jersey 
sported an unexplained tan oval 
patch sewed just to one side near the 
bend of the elbow. 


A working explanation of the 
embroidery was provided by the 
Indians in the first play of the game, 
when they received the kick off. The 
e n t i r e 
t e a m 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
surrounded the ball receiver, milled 
around a bit, and then all broke 
wildly for the Harvard goal, 10 of 
them cradling the bogus patches and 
no one blocking at all. 


My edition of this story doesn’t 
say whether or not they scored. 
There are other editions. But if they 
did, it was good because there were 
no specific uniform regulations at 
the time. Harvard comes out of it 
with some credit for thinking on 
their feet, though. A little later in 
the game, probably just before a 
turnover, time was called while a 
new call was introduced from the 
Harvard Athletic Department. It 
was red. 


The Indians are supposed to have 
mounted a variation of the “ disguise 
and disperse ” kickoff return tactic 
in a game against another worthy 
Ivy League opponent. Again the 
whole 
team 
swarmed 
furiously 
around the Indian who had received 
the kick and again the mass of 
Indians erupted, all kicking for the 
endzone. But instead of everyone 
having the ball as it had seemed to 
Harvard, in this game no one had it. 
The 
ball 
had 
myst er i ous l y 
disappeared. 


The trick is not hard to figure out 
when you’re removed from the 
situation and have the entire team in 
mind, but imagine the consternation 
of the panicked defenders who could 
only see three or four Indians at 
once and must have passed and 
repassed each other looking for the 
ballcarrier. 


They must have considered it a 
shabby trick indeed when, in their 
endzone, a referee removed the 
deflated peel from under an Indian 
jersey, no doubt the one worn by the 
man with the straightest face. If it 
was shabby, though, everyone soon 
knew that it wasn’t illegally shabby, 
and the theorists went back to work. 


Nor did the football rules in 
antiquity state how far the ball had 
to travel on the kickoff. and there 
were no regulations about who 
touched it first. The first man to it 
had It. The Indians, so the story 
goes, originated the on-side kick 
which, when they gave it its debut, it 
was little more than a stubbing of 
the kicker’s toe against the football 
and an offensive running play when 
another Indian scooped it up and 
broke for the goal. That year every 
team resorted to the practice and 
the now tattered rule book was 
hauled out and squared away once 
again. 


The Indians went on to defeat all 
of the football team s that had ever 
been worth playing in the East and 
then slipped back into oblivion, 
leaving only indelible memories and 
rule book revisions As fluent as the 
stories about them are, perhaps 
some things still remain lost and if 
in a tiny football msnusl gooynoyr 
you 
hspprn 
across 
a 
bizarre 
regulation forbidding the digging of 
trenches as a defensive aid or 
banning 
roller 
skates 
from 
all 
aspects of play without exceptions, 
you may be encountering another 
small bit of a substantial and 
revered body of football lure and 
law that once began at Carlisle as 
flim-flam inspiration

OCEAN FISHING 
Heavy swells last week did not help the ocean fisherman. 
The climate was on the extreme chilly side. The few who 
braved the elements did well on blues and the usual run of 
small rock fish, with a smattering of ling cod 
High tides made clamming the center of activity in the 
Oceano area. The clams were running large, but most 
people had to really work for them, with rough, cold water 
adding to the “ fun'* of clamming. 
Little or no activity as to the steelhead fishery. A few 
have been taken in the lagoon at Pismo Creek and in San 
Luis Creek, but nothing to get alarmed about. Until there is 
a heavy rain, we cannot expect any activity. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Here also things are slow. Even the enthusiastic manager 
of Lake Nacimiento, Art Price, has had to admit that rain 
and cold weather slowed up fishing in that popular lake. 
The Southern California Bassmasters Club showed their 
class in a tournament at the lake last weekend, under 
extremely adverse conditions, these bass specialists 
weighed in over 300 lbs. of bass. The average weight was a 
poor 1*2 lbs. per fish, but this was accomplished when most 
other anglers came in with empty stringers. Best lures 
were jigs with pork rind trailers, and diving plugs. 
The best largemouth of the week was taken prior to the 
storm and weighed in at 4 lbs. 11 oz. taking the prize in the 
weekly fishing derby. White bass fishing very slow still, and 
will not pick up until the water warms up. By odd chance 
however, a 3 lb. 6 oz. lunker was brought in. the third 
largest taken from the lake at anytime. 
No crappie were even reported, with catfishing also on 
and slow side. The D and G Lure company is donating one 
dozen twin spin lures each week to the weekly prizes 
already being given away during the current fishing derbv, 
which runs until February 1972. 
Margarita Lake had very few anglers out. They did well 
on black bass and catfish, with a few crappie. 
Lopez Lake cold and windy, little action. We were up 
twice one week and never a nibble between three of us. We 
are probably not living right, for the trout just take off 
when a writer appears on the scene. 
Some nice trout were taken out of Laguna Lake. But our 
luck has been so bad of late, we are contemplating a 
"garage sale'' of fishing tackle. 
From all accounts Lake Cachuma is one of the hot spots. 
It is still giving up stringers of large trout, with Lake 
Casitas a good second. Both are enjoying weekly stockings 
of catcheable trout. The most catches are large fish, a 
holdover from last years stocking, no doubt. 
Anglers are warned that inmost lakes and reservoirs 
their is a five trout limit. 
HUNTING 
Pigeon prospects do not look too good for the Dec. 11 
opener. The birds were plentiful in Ventura and Kern 
counties, but a sudden cold spell sent the birds out from the 
highlands to the woodlands of San Luis Obispo County, 
where fair to good hunting was expected. The Mount Abel. 
Alamo Mountain, and spots west of Highway 5 had literally 
thousands of birds, but after the cold snap, virtually every 
bird took off Poor acorn and pmon nut crops are reported 
in most areas, and the DFG still says the madrone and oak 
woodlands of the National Forest in both Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo will have the best hunting success The 
limit for band-tails is 8 per day, and 8 in possession. The 
season closes January 9 in all central and southern 
California counties. 
Geese, swans and ducks are dying from avian cholera 
from Colusa to the Sacramento San Jc^quin Delta, 
according to the DFG. The disease maae its annual 
appearance during the third week of November, and to date 
has claimed about 1,000 waterfowl. Dead birds are being 
picked up and burned but the disease is so toxic that sick 
birds are rarely seen 
Hunters are advised to take only birds that they have shot 
while the birds were flying Avian cholera does not affect 
humans, and has no connection with Asiatic cholera Last 
years outbreak took 37,000 birds, and this years outbreak is 
expected to continue until the birds migrate north. 
All sportsmen who have any ideas on budget or other 
problems should forward them in writing either to the DFG 
or through their own sportsmans association. This is quite a 
new attitude from the DFG and should go a long way in 
getting helpful ideas from the public. While this message 
comes from DFG's Region III, it will apply to all regions in 
the state and is a much looked forward to change in policy. 
Willard Greenwald , Region Manager, has struck the 
right chord in asking help from the sporting public. We are 
not all dumb, and many suggestions will, we hope, reach 
the right quarters. By this time the adoption of the 1972 
angling regulations has been published and we hope to be 
able to report on them in our next column. Especially in 
regard to the hassle over the albacore limit.

It’s an old show business 
axiom that satire is what 
closes on Saturday night.

“ Ma v e r i c k , ' 
which costarred Jack Kelly. 
And 
the 
tact 
is 
that, 
although G arner is doing the 
kind ol part he has done 
often 
before, 
and 
could 
probably do in his sleep, he 
still is pretty funny and 
adept 
at 
it, 
and 
is 
an 
amusingly civilized fellow 
to have around The chances 
are. though, he won’t be 
around alte r this season 
For the fact is that he is 
getting killed in the ratings 
too much of the time tor 
NBC's corporate comfort.

Ra BAUL, 
P a p u a - N e w 
Guinea—(NEA)—In 1937 this 
tiny town in the South Pacif­ 
ic was readying itself to be 
the capital of its emerging 
M e l a n e s i a n 
t er r i t or y. 
Perched on the westerly tip 
of the island of New Britain, 
high up the Solomon Sea, its 
emerald h a r b o r beckoned 
weary trading ships enroute 
to Australia and promised an 
important port in an other­ 
wise unimportant part of the 
world. 
Then, disaster. 
One afternoon the ground 
began to rumble, the air be­ 
gan to cloud, and a mostly 
ignored dot in Rabaul harbor 
became the fastest growing 
volcano in recorded history. 
In five 
terrible days the 
harbor dot, now known as 
Vulcan, grew from a 15-foot 
speck to a 230-foot roaring 
inferno. 
S h i p s could not 
escape through the pumice- 
clogged port, people were 
trapped by the jungle bar­ 
rier surrounding town — and 
inside a week 500 men, wom­ 
en and children died in the 
violent eruption. 
Rabaul 
emptied 
quickly 
afterwards. People fled by 
the hundreds. Even the ter­ 
ritorial administrative head­ 
quarters was shifted to firm­ 
er earth on the mainland. 
Yet, in retrospect, there is 
no really safe place to run 
to in this tropical, trembling 
region. Papua-New Guinea 
has long been the shakiest 
place under the sun. The 
land is situated on the south­ 
ern curve of the 
Pacific 
“ Ring of Fire,” it is home 
base for at least 100 vol­ 
canoes—and nearly two doz­ 
en cones are active even 
now. 
In addition to the volca­ 
noes, Papua-New Guinea also 
has more earthquakes per 
inhabitant than any place on 
earth. 
Instruments annual­ 
ly record some 400 “liklik 
gurias” (pidgin English for 
“little shakes” ) which, last 
year, amounted to eight per

cent of all the quakes on the 
globe. Rabaul alone records 
an average of five quakes a 
day, ranging f r o m bitsy 
things which nobody feels to 
the 7.9 (Richter scale) jolt 
last July which created a 
tidal wave and $1 million in 
damages. 
In terms of frequency and 
danger, of course, the New 
Guinea earthquakes are the 
population’s 
biggest 
peril. 
They come constantly, and 
totally without warning. Yet 
to the natives 
here, 
still 
superstitious, volcanoes are 
the 
most 
ominous 
fright. 
Some of the indigenous peo­ 
ple, little out of cannibalism, 
still worship the cones near 
their 
homes. 
And 
almost 
everybody, 
immigrant 
or 
aboriginal, 
lives with the 
dread that some mountain 
somewhere will again blow 
its top. 
Scientists here scoff at the 
volcano fears. Occasionally, 
they admit, the live cones do 
still blow (one, called Ul- 
awan, exploded in January 
of 1970). But the eruptions 
are today “entirely predict­ 
able.” Volcanologists have 
moved 
i n t o 
Papua-New 
Guinea in force since the 
1937 holocaust, and the of­ 
ficial policy is that 
“un­ 
blinking, unfailing eyes” are 
being kept on 
the really 
dangerous mountains. 
In Rabaul, which incident­ 
ally is once again a fairly 


thriving town, volcanologists 
keep round-the-clock surveil­ 
lance on no fewer than three 
active cones. (There are six 
volcanoes 
which 
ring 
the 
harbor, but only three are 
considered potentials.) Some 
22 men are employed at the 
Rabaul volcano observatory 
station, which is itself rooted 
atop an inactive alp. The 
observatory is stuffed with 
tilt 
meters, 
seismographs 
and other paraphernalia of a 
sophisticated early warning 
system. 
Much of the Rabaul de­ 
fense mechanism is intel­ 
lectual: 
squiggly lines on 
paper, or rows of figures 
from 
calculators. 
But 
at 
least a small bit of the sys­ 
tem is physical—that is a 
weekly inspection of the vol­ 
canoes themselves. 


The inspection is hardly 
romantic. Nobody walks into 
a crater to see if the base 
is trembling. Rather, each of 
the closely watched volca­ 
noes is routinely measured 
for 
temperature 
variance. 
But even this lackluster pro­ 
cedure 
has 
its 
moments. 
Deep inside one cone here, 
as example, there is a circle 
of 
endless, 
ground-searing 
heat. This soil, a few inches 
under the surface, is an al­ 
most constant 100 degrees 
centigrade—the temperature 
of boiling water. Standing on 
the ground is difficult, touch­ 
ing it can produce blisters— 


and only some curious red 
ants live amongst the sterile, 
sulfurically steaming stones 
and sand.

however, despite the sulfur 
gas and the ever - p r e s e n t 
ground quakes, Rabaul vol­ 
canologists are forever as­ 
suring the n a t i v e s that 
everything is dandy. W. D. 
Palfreyman, the Rabaul ob­ 
servatory director, says it 
would 
be “almost impos­ 
sible” for one of the harbor’s 
craters 
to 
erupt 
without 
warning: “The lava would 
have to start building up. 
That takes time. We would 
notice a change immediately 
and take all necessary pre­ 
cautions 
to insure 
every­ 
one’s safety.” 
Still, the citizens wonder. 
What is science compared 
with nature? In 1951, on the 
New Guinea mainland, even 
the volcanologists were sur­ 
prised to hear the labor pains 
of a mountain called Lam- 
ington. It was not even a 
known volcano. Its 600-foot 
summit was obscured by 
clouds, and its presence was 
completely ignored. One day 
Mt. Lamington’s cloud shield 
lifted, and in a few seconds 
of a January 21 morning, 
3,000 people perished, their 
lungs burned out by 1,000- 
degree heat during one of the 
worst volcanic disasters in 
remembered time.

ALCOHOL: The Deadliest Drug 


(First in a Series.)

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Contending that marijuana 
is no worse than alcohol is 
like saying air pollution is 
no worse than nuclear fall­ 
out. The comparison all too 
frequent in this day of con­ 
flicting priorities, 
tells us 
little about marijuana and 
it implies — falsely — that 
alcoholism 
isn't really 
so 
had 
For while the effects of 
marijuana are still a subject 
for debate, the impact of ai- 
cohol misuse is apparent. 
• There are at least 6.5 
million 
alcoholics 
in 
the 
United States, according to 
the conservative estimate of 
the National Council on Al­ 
coholism (NCA), a private 
health agency. (Some less 
lestrained estimates go as 
high as 16 million > 
• Alcoholism costs indus­ 
try somewhere between $4 
billion and $6 billion a year 
through work absences, time 
and m a t e r i a l wasted bv 
workers suffering on-the-job 
effects of drinking and the 
cost of training employes to 
replace discharged alcohol­ 
ics. 
• Alcoholism r a n k s be­ 
hind only heart disease and 
cancer as a killer in the 
United States, according to 
NCA figures causing 30,000 
deaths a year through cir­ 
rhosis of the liver, ruptured 
v e i n s , delirium tremens, 
malnutrition a n d suicides 
(which occur 58 times as 
often among alcoholics as 
among n o n a l c o h o l i c s ) , 
among other reasons. That 
figure doesn't include the 
30,000 traffic accident deaths 
involving drinking, since a 


drunken driver is not neces­ 
sarily an alcoholic. 
• Drunkenness is the rea­ 
son for more arrests than 
any other crime. In 1969, 1.3 
million drunkenness arrests 
were made, while the second 
ranking cause, larceny and 
I heft, accounted for 470,000 
• The safe, comfortable 
image that all alcoholics are 
ski drow bums has no valid­ 
ity. Derelicts represent only 
about 3 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s alcoholics, according 
to a study by the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 
Despite all this evidence 
of alcoholism’s effects, how­ 
ever, it is still largely ig­ 
nored. 


“There's no doubt that the 
primary focus of many peo­ 
ple is now on narcotics ad­ 
diction.” s a y s Dr. Luther 
Cloud, NCA president, “This 
has taken a little of the edge 
off our campaign and it has 
also led a lot of money for 
tesearch and staff w o r k 
away troni alcoholism. 
“ We’re just hoping we can 
m a k e use of the impetus 
given by the narcotics issue 
and go in quietly and try to 
turn the attention to alcohol­ 
ism.” 


That may not be easy, 
given the perverse refusal 
to accept alcoholism as a 
real threat. 


J. Anthony Lukas of The 
New York Tunes magazine 
told a convention of New 
Fngland editors last Novem­ 
ber how Times editors had 
reacted when a team of re­ 
porters, concluding a six- 
week study of national drug 
problems in 1968, said al­ 
cohol was the most serious 
drug threat to health 


The editors, according to 
Lukas, 
said: 
“Six 
weeks 
you’ve been working on this 
and you’re trying to tell us 
the major problem is alco­ 
hol?” 
Dr. Stanley Einstein, as­ 
sociate director of the New 
Jersey College of Medicine 
and Dentistry’s Division of 
Drug Addiction, adds that 
addiction e d u c a t i o n pro­ 
grams in teacher training, 
public schools, and even the 
Army are concerned more 
and more with drugs. 


Health Organization and the 
American Medical Associa­ 
tion formally pronounced al­ 
coholism to be a disease. And 
despite the well-publicized 
work of Alcoholics Anony­ 
mous, which was founded in 
1935. plus the more unrecog­ 
nized efforts of such groups 
as NCA, which s t a r t e d in 
1944, f o r m e r Secretary of 
Health. Education and Wel­ 
fare <HEW) John Gardner 
was able to say in 1967: 


“No other national health 
problem has been so serious- 


“ A condition in w hich an individual lias lost 
control o ver his alcohol intake in the sense 
that he is consistently unable to refrain from 
dr i nki ng or to stop drinking before getting in­ 
toxicated. ” 


— Definition of alcoholism by the Cooperative 
Com m ission on the Study of Alcoholism 


“ We're seeing the develop­ 
ment of two separate em ­ 
pires, with the drug and al­ 
cohol groups so intent on 
maintaining their own spe­ 
cialty that sometimes they 
hardly talk to each other," 
says Einstein, who is also 
editor of the International 
Journal of Addictions. 
The drug-alcohol conflict 
has arisen at a critical time 
for the antialcohohsm forces, 
who had just-begun to make 
some public relations and 
financial headway in their 
campaign to generate na­ 
tional support. 
It wasn’t until 1940 that it 
began to occur to people that 
alcoholism might be a dis­ 
ease and not a sign of loose 
morals 
It wasn't until the 
1950s that both the World 


ly neglected as alcoholism.” 
The fact that G a r d n e r 
m a d e that statement and 
that current assistant HEW 
Secretary Dr. Roger O. Ege- 
berg has described alcohol­ 
ism as "the No. l health 
p r o b l e m of the nation” 
showed at least an increas­ 
ing awareness of the prob­ 
lem, an awareness that is 
now in d a n g e r of being 
dulled. 
We are in danger of re­ 
turning to our costly neglect 
ot what Einstein calls "the 
m o s t dangerous drug, in 
terms of medical, psycholog­ 
ical and even social conse­ 
quences"—alcohol.
